Three Landmark Events Shape s Immediate and T'Ong-Range Future 


During what might have been your day at the 
beach, your 18 holes of championship golf, your 
annual attempt to write the Great American Novel or 
simply a swing in the hammock, three significant 
milestones were achieved at Gardner-Webb University. 

A triangle of equally profound developments - an 
astounding new breakthrough for academics, a much- 
anticipated affiliation for athletics, and a brand new 


facility for central North Carolina — served notice 
first to the region and then to the nation that 
Gardner-Webb is making its mark. 

It might not be referred to as this now, but the 
Summer of 2001” held quite a bit of excitement for 
those in the GWU family (and those who might now 
decide to join it!). 



First Doctoral Program... 

The University learned in late June that 
the Commission on Accrediting of the 
Association of Theological Schools in the 
United States and Canada (ATS) had 
authorized the M. Christopher White School 
of Divinity to begin offering this fall the 
university’s first-ever doctoral deg ree 
program, the Doctor of Ministry (D.Min.). 
The program also is recognized by the 
Southern Association of College and Schools 
(SACS), the chief accrediting body for 
Gardner-Webb. 

The Commission approved the new degree 
program without notation and without 
requiring report back until the School's next 
regularly scheduled accrediting review in the 
Fall 2004. This means the accrediting body 
was assured that the University and the 
School of Divinity had made all of the 
necessary preparations to begin the program, 
and that students could enroll immediately

professional degree program 
designed for ministers who already 
have earned the Master of Divinity 
(M.Div.) degree and have had at 
least three years of significant 
ministry experience beyond the 
M.Div. degree. It is a three-year, 

30-hour program with three basic 
components: five seminars, two 
semesters of supervision in 
ministry, and the completion of a 
ministry project. Only the seminar 
work is done on campus (each 
seminar is comprised of a 
Thursday morning through mid¬ 
day Friday experience for six 
weeks). The remainder of the 
degree’s work is done "on the 
field." 

Dr. R. Wayne Stacy, dean of the 
M. Christopher White School of 
Divinity, said, "The D.Min. degree 
builds on and enlarges upon the 
innovative and creative approach 
of the School's widely acclaimed 
M.Div. curriculum. It is yet one 
more way in which the 
M.Christopher White School of 
Divinity is demonstrating its 


unequivocal commitment to 
ministerial excellence in the 
service of the church." 

Dr. Jack W. Buchanan, Jr., 
director of admissions for the 
School of Divinity, has been named 
director of the D.Min. program. 

The School of Divinity, which 
was begun in 1993, has over 100 
alumni serving in ministry 
positions around the world. It 
offers the Master of Divinity 
degree in pastoral ministry, 
Christian education, church music, 
and pastoral care and counseling. 
Most recently, the School of 
Divinity has begun a concentration 
in missiology and has partnered 
with the GWU School of Business 
to offer the M.Div./MBA degree. 

Division I 
Conferences... 

President Chris White 
announced on June 15 that the 
institution had accepted an 
invitation to join the Atlantic Sun 
Conference (A-Sun), formerly 


known as the Trans America 
Athletic Conference. Membership 
is effective immediately, and GWU 
teams will play conference 
schedules and compete for 
championships in 2002-2003. 

Gardner-Webb joins several 
established Division I Universities 
in the A-Sun. Current membership 
includes Belmont (Tenn.) 
University, Campbell (N.C.) 
University, the University of 
Central Florida, Florida Atlantic 
University, Georgia State, 
Jacksonville (Fla.) University, 
Jacksonville State (Ala.) University, 
Mercer (Ga.) University, Samford 
(Ala.) University, Stetson (Fla.) 
University and Troy State (Ala.) 
University. 

The A-Sun sponsors 
championships in 15 sports, 
including men’s and women’s 
basketball, men’s and women’s 
soccer, men’s and women’s cross 
country, volleyball, men’s and 
women’s track, baseball, men’s and 
women’s tennis, softball and men’s 
and women’s golf.

Gardner-Webb fields teams in 
each of the A-Sun’s championship 
sports. The men's basketball team 
will begin ASC regular season 
competition in 2002-03 but, under 
NCAA rules, will not be eligible 
for the conference's postseason 
championship and automatic bid 
until the 2004-05 season. (Under 
current applicable rules an institution 
joining Division I must be an active 
member for two years before becoming 
eligible for a conference's automatic bid. 
GWU will be eligible, however, for an 
at-large bid into the NCAA Men's 
Basketball Championship beginning in 
2002-2003.) 


Dr. White explained, 
"Conference affiliation is 
paramount to the success of any 
college athletics program, and 
especially for an institution like 
Gardner-Webb that is reclassifying 
itself. But while an affiliation is 
crucial, your university also wants 
to be a good fit for a conference as 
well. I can say without hesitation 
that the Atlantic Sun is the best fit 
for Gardner-Webb University. We 
could not be more pleased or 
excited about our membership 
among these fine schools." 


Atlantic Sun commissioner Bill 
Bibb, who attended the 
announcement, said, "We are 
excited to add an institution that 
fits so well within the conference's 
framework of emphasizing 
academic as well as athletic 
success," Bibb said. "Gardner- 
Webb brings a great overall 
contribution to the A-Sun.” 

One week after the Atlantic 
Sun announcement, the football 
program announced its new 
affiliation with the Big South 
Conference, which also will begin 
in 2002. Head Coach Steve Patton 
said, “The Atlantic Sun is the best 
fit for the other sports, no 
questions. But in terms of football, 
the Big South is the ideal situation 
for us. I think over the past week 
Gardner-Webb did well for itself in 
athletics.” 

Vice President for Athletics 
Chuck Burch said that only 
wrestling and swimming now are 
without conference affiliation, but 
associate memberships for each in 
other conferences is being pursued. 


GWU at Statesville... 

Gardner-Webb marked the 
beginning of a new era in Iredell 
County with the first-ever 
appointment of a dean to lead the 
institution’s Statesville campus. Dr. 
R. Norman Harris, former 
associate superintendent with 
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Iredell-Statesville Schools, now 
oversees management of the brand 
new “Gardner-Webb University at 
Statesville” facility 

Harris, who also has previously 
served as an adjunct instructor for 
Gardner Webb, began his duties 
on June n. The official unveiling of 
the new campus building took 
place this summer. 

Harris coordinates all activities 
in the facility, which houses 
programs for teacher education, 
agency counseling, the Graduate 
School of Business (MBA and 
Master of Accounting degrees), the 
School of Nursing (bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees), and the 
undergraduate evening school 
offering for working adults (GOAL 
Program). 

Gardner-Webb has been present 
in Statesville for over 20 years at 
the former Davis Hospital Nursing 
building. However, the new 14,588 
sq. ft. facility is the first real 
regional campus that has been 
designed and fully managed by 
Gardner-Webb, according to Dr. 


Dr. Frank Bonner, GWU 
provost, who has overseen the 
new campus’ construction: 

“The future is very bright 
for GWU at Statesville. We 
certainly envision 
continued growth in 
enrollment and the number 
programs we offer well into 
the future."

The new center is intended to 
be a comprehensive center, but 
non-residential. There are 16 other 
GWU branch campuses in North 
and South Carolina, but none have 
a dedicated facility like the new 
one in Statesville. 

The new facility became 
operational in August, the 
beginning of the Fall 2001 
semester. 

It features two multimedia 
classrooms, with plans to equip all 
of the classrooms in the future. 


The center also is being envisioned 
as a hub for Gardner-Webb's online 
courses. 

Harris said, “This new facility 
represents a rebirth for Gardner- 
Webb’s presence in Iredell County. 
Especially considering the 
shortages in nurses and teachers, 
this institution has a chance to 
make a profound impact on this 
area of the state.” 

He added, “I couldn’t be more 
pleased to be associated with 
GWU.”

Boiling Springs 
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“TIM”: Teacher, 
Imitator, Minister 

Tim Zehnder Exhibits a Perfect Marriage 
Between Science and Faith

Students and alumni who have 
shared the college experience can 
think back to a teacher who 
challenged them, changed them or 
inspired them to think ... really 
think. Those teachers are rare. 

And perhaps they wouldn’t agree, 
but the professors at Gardner-Webb 
are, according to students, one-in-a- 
million. Like Dr. Tim Zehnder, for 
instance. Walk into his classroom on 
the first day of classes and he’ll 
probably ask you “Why are you 
here?” At 8 a.m. on the first day of 
classes, students probably aren’t 
prepared to answer that question. 

But again he asks, “Why are you 
here?” He makes you think, his 
students say. 

The difference, Dr. Zehnder says, 
between scientists and philosophers 
is that scientists ask “how” while 
philosophers ask “why.” If that 
definition is accurate, then Dr. 
Zehnder must be a little bit of both. 
He’ll certainly, as he says, “ask a lot 
of why questions.” According to him, 
that’s what challenges students. 

Dr. Zehnder is as well known for 
his enthusiasm as his challenges. He’s 
enthusiastic about his family, his 
work, his students, and most of all 
his faith. “I am three things,” he 


says, “a family man, a Christian, and 
a professor. Those three things are 
never separated.” Zehnder’s always 
willing to share a picture or story of 
his two young sons, talk about his 
love for Scripture, or share his 
excitement for the Science 
Department. 

As new department chair, Dr. 
Zehnder is optimistic about its 
future. “I think something big is 
going to happen in this department. 
A lot of changes are coming and we 
are ready for them.” With new 
faculty being added and newer 
facilities in the works, the future of 
the science department is just as 
bright as its students. Science is 
always changing its technology and 
its methods, and Gardner-Webb is 
growing and expanding in order to 
offer its students the chance to 
experience those. 

One of Dr. Zehnder’s main 
concerns is that with his added 
responsibility of department chair, 
he won’t have as many office hours 
to be available to students. But office 
hours have never stopped him before 
from making himself accessible. Not 
only does he have office hours for 
his students, but his home is always 
open for barbeques or weekly Bible 
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studies, where he shares his love for 
his family and his love for God’s 
Word. “I have the best of both 
worlds. I can teach a subject I love 
and teach scripture, which I love 
even more.” 

It’s easy to see why Dr. Zehnder is a 
favorite with his students. Not only 
does he challenge them, but he 
listens to them. One of Dr. Zehnder’s 
students, Joy Edwards, shares that it’s 
because he cares about his students 
and he takes the time to get to know 
them. 

“Dr. Zehnder genuinely cares about 
each and every student, and really 
does want each of us to do well. 

What makes him stand out is that he 
cares, too, about the student’s life 
outside of his classroom, factors that 
contribute to many students’ 
performance and personality,” she 
says. “He notices when a student is 
angry or upset, or feeling hopeless or 
helpless. And not only does he 
notice, but he also tries to help or 
offer advice or simply a prayer.” 

Dr. Zehnder, however, takes no 
credit for his success as a teacher. 

“It’s all for God’s glory,” he 
comments. “It’s not me. When you 
see anything that is good and godly in

a person you are seeing God. 

He shares one of his favorite 
verses, Psalm 90:12: “Teach 
us to number our days 
aright, that we may gain a 
heart of wisdom.” Zehnder 
adds, “I ask God for 
wisdom. It takes wisdom 
to manage your time as 
well as be a leader.” 

Dr. Zehnder takes his 
position of leadership 
as a professor, and now 
as a department chair, very seriously. 
“When you’re in a position of 
responsibility, students look up to 
you and it’s important that you 
examine your life more closely.” 

He has a personal motto, which 
integrates the first three letters of his 
name ‘Tim.’ “My personal motto is 
that I am a Teacher, an Imitator of 
Christ, and a Minister using God’s 
Word.” 

Dr. Zehnder says that as a science 
teacher his focus is teaching students. 
But, as he puts it, “Science literally 
means knowledge ... and truth isn’t 
going to change.” 

Dr. Zehnder has an open and 
obvious love of truth. He says that he 
often uses scripture in teaching to 
relate science with life and 
Christianity He challenges students 
to gain knowledge of the world 
around them, discovering the ‘why’s’, 
asking the ‘how’s’, listening to others 
views, and learning there is more to 
life than is imaginable. 

Describing his life and his approach 
to faith and teaching, Zehnder 
becomes emotional. “Students will 
never know how much they mean to 
me. There’s nowhere else I’d rather

be. This is my call,” he says firmly. “I 
love what I do. God has blessed me.” 

Students in his class this fall can be 
prepared for some challenges, which 
may include some hard tests and 
some tougher questions, but Dr. 
Zehnder says he wants students to 
pursue more than just an education, 
he also wants them to pursue life 
more abundantly. 

He explains that there is no better 
place to tell students about God’s 
plan for their lives than at a Christian 
university like Gardner-Webb. 

“It’s a blast to be used by God. It 
blows my mind how the Lord can use 
us.”

“Where Jesus 
Walked” 

For many of us who study the Bible, our imaginations 
serve to conjure the only images we see of the Holy Land. 

That’s where Dr. Wayne Stacy comes in. 

As dean of the M. Christopher White School of 
Divinity, Dr. Stacy has the opportunity to lead an annual 
trip to Israel and Egypt along with President White. As a 
study tour, participants not only see the historical places 
from where the Scriptures take place, but they study the 
passages that were inspired there. 

It’s with these experiences in hand 
that Dr. Stacy has released a new 
book entitled Where Jesus Walked 
(Judson Press). The book, says Stacy, 
was written with a specific purpose 
in mind. 

“It is a combination of scholarship 
and inspiration - a reflection of the 
academic perspective in terms of the history, the culture, 
the geography and the politics of the region. And the 
spiritual element is brought forth with scriptures that are 
relevant to the respective sites.”

There are a number of tour companies that can 
lead you on a tour of this land and tell you the social and 
political histories, but the tour we lead adds the spiritual 
significance ol the site. I wanted the book to be a 
reflection of Gardner-Webb’s tour, which is a powerful 
religious experience.” 

Stacy said he learned recently that several tour 
companies are now considering using the book as a guide 
for their Holy Land trips.

■ ardner-Webb has much to offer its students that goes far beyond its 

textbooks. 

In a sense students have the opportunity to experience a whole new world. 
Literally. A world where students from different backgrounds, different cultures, and 
different continents live together. Being educated about lifestyles, places, people,' and 
cultures different from your own is part of what makes Gardner-Webb a special institution 
of higher learning - learning that can be lived and not just taught. 

Thirty-one different foreign countries are represented on the Gardner Webb campus. 
They include countries from the continents of Asia, Africa, Australia, Europe, South 
America and students from all around the globe. 

Recently two more were added to the list of international students. The Rev. Young-kuk 
Park and his wife Myung-sook Song from Korea will be spending six months in the United 
States taking classes in the School of Divinity They are preparing to serve as missionaries, 
as appointed by Dong Shin Presbyterian Church in Seoul, Korea, where the Rev. Park is 
associate pastor. 

“I came here to learn English,” Young-kuk says, “and also I am going to go to Vietnam for 
the next two years for missions.” 

Boiling Springs is a long way from Korea, so how did the couple end up here? “One of 
my favorite and best things has been Gardner-Webb. This area is very calm and clean and 
very established in Christian tradition. And so we chose Gardner-Webb,” he explains 
It may seem like an exciting thing to travel and study abroad, but as Young-kuk says, it’s 
hard not to miss home. “Things are very different. The weather is almost the same as ’ 
Korea, but the food is very different,” he laughs. But on a serious note, Young-kuk and 
Myung-sook point out that they have two daughters in Korea. Even though they e-mail 
quite often “they miss us everyday,” Young-kuk says. Jin Park is 15 while her younger 
sister, Hyun Jin Park, is 11. It will be December before the family is reunited again. 

“It’s not just the things we eat that has been an adjustment, the American culture is 
unlike our own,” Young-kuk explains, adding that it is especially difficult to 
communicate in a language other than his own. ‘America has more of a conversation 
culture. In our country, conversation is very rare.” 

There are other differences as well. “People here are very kind, but church is very 
different, and clothes are more casual.In Korea the classroom is more formal, but here 
the students are very relaxed.” 
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After a vacation in Charleston, SC, the Rev. Park compared the differences 
between U.S. cities and Korean cities. ‘Americans like old things — structures 
with history and heritage are given importance. In Korea, people like new 
structures.” 

It is difficult for most of us to imagine life in a strange place. A place where 
the culture and language are very unlike our own, where our families are far 
away, and we have to depend on others for such simple day-to-day tasks as 
going to the grocery store. Holidays, clothing styles, and even greetings may 
make no sense in such a far away place. This is the reality for many of the 
students who come to Gardner-Webb from other countries. 

Having lived in Ghana, studied in Prague and in Wales, this is the first time divinity 
student Jill Awuni has been to the United States. “If I compare this to Ghana, it is very 
different. In Ghana all the big buildings were for offices and hotels and the people lived in 
villas or huts. The biggest thing that I was shocked about in America was the lack of public 
transport. Everybody drives here. That is also something that is new for me. To own a car 
in Ghana you must be rich.” 

Food and weather are both different for Jill. At home the food is spicier and the weather 
is not as humid, but there are things Jill has found she enjoys. “I like the independence. 
Also, women are respected and that is something I really admire that a woman can be 
equally in a position as much as a man. In my home women really have to struggle to be 
recognized. They are always in the background. It is changing, but it will take time.” 

On some days these new changes are exciting and adventurous, but mostly Jill feels that 
the differences in cultures present struggles and barriers to overcome. 

Coming I was scared, but then I started to relax because everyone was so very nice. That 
saying, People who care,’ it is real. I couldn’t bring anything and people just gave their 
concern,” Jill says. 

Jill doesn’t know when she will see her family again. Plane tickets to Ghana are very 
expensive. “I would love to go, but I don’t foresee it,” she says, even though her mother has 
been very sick lately. “I miss my home, especially things I’m used to doing, and my family, 
my mother, and my brothers and my sisters. I miss them so much.” 

These are some of the struggles students may face. But others have even larger issues. 

Not all of the students have freely been granted permission to travel and study here in the 
United States. Some of the students have had difficult trials within their own governments 
to be afforded the opportunity to study here. 

Carolyn McKinney, assistant director of admissions, has heard stories from students who 
persisted in their dreams of coming to America. ‘Ask these students about their struggles 
and what it took to actually get to the U.S. It will bring tears to your eyes. For some, it hasn’t 
been easy. But God has made a way.” 

From Uganda, Tom Menya’s request for a visa was denied twice. He came to be a part of 
the track and field team here at Gardner-Webb. In order to come he had to leave behind 
responsibilities to his family, say goodbye to friends, and learn to live half a world away. 

“I came to get an education,” he says. “In my country, the United States is seen as the land 
of freedom and the land of opportunities. Everyone wants to come to the United States. 

Here we are free. Back home we are not free.”

fellow student. 

“To be honest, I think other 
students responded so well because it 
was one of their own asking for their 
participation, not the administration 
asking for it. I was telling the students 
they should support GWU athletics 
because we’re Division One now. 
Other schools coming in here who 
don’t know us should be leaving our 
campus after the game with their ears 
ringing.” 

The GWU men’s basketball team 
has enjoyed obvious success over the 
past two years. Their home record has 
been 30-1. Coach Rick Scruggs 
comments on the tremendous home 
court record, “The goal is the same 
height for both teams, the ball is the 
same size for both teams, the court is 
the same length for both teams ... so 
what’s the difference? Our crowd.” 

The Dawg Pound, Hudler and 
Scruggs both agree, suddenly has given 
the old phrase “getting into the game” 
a whole new meaning. According to 
Rick Scruggs, the word has traveled 
about the Dawg Pound. Other teams 
have heard the rumors about the 


The first thing you’ll hear 
Matt Hudler explain is the 
pronunciation: “It’s not Dog 
Pound ... it’s DAWG Pound.” 

Hudler, a senior 
communications major from 
Charlotte, lit a fuse among students 
last year when he brainstormed, 
created and personally fueled a new 
entity, the Dawg Pound. Plain and 
simple, it’s a student version of the 
Bulldog Club, the official booster 
organization of GWU athletics. 

What’s not so plain and simple is the 
drive that Hudler has shown in 
growing its enrollment. Like a 
struggling musician who sells copies of 
recording from the trunk of a car, 
Hudler literally knocked on dorm 
room doors, holding up a copy of a t- 
shirt design, giving his five-minute 
speech about school spirit, and 
collecting a few bucks for a shirt and a 
chance to sit among the “Pound” at 
athletic events. 

“We just took a notebook around 
and got names and phone numbers of 
people who wanted a ‘Dawg Pound’t- 
shirt. We ordered 60 shirts that first 
time and ended up ordering 60 more 
later on.” 

The result has been a wave of 
success, something Hudler sheepishly 
says might come from his status as a

crowds and he says that intimidates 
them before they even get here. 

Our players love them. They talk 
about how awesome our crowds are, 
how unbelievable, how tremendous... 
there aren’t enough adjectives. The 
players are inspired by them and talk 
about them a lot. They give a lot of 
credit to the crowd.” 

Right now, the Dawg Pound is for 
the students, although several older 
fans have approached Hudler about 
purchasing a shirt. Perhaps, he says, 
someday all GWU fans, regardless of 
age, will be Pound members. 

‘My goal is that in 10 years when I 
come back I would like to see a whole 
stadium or arena full of red t-shirts.”

Long-term 
results 

Back when the summer heated up, 
some students headed for the beach. 
Others headed to work. For free. This 
past summer over 40 GWU students 
volunteered to work in summer 
ministries all over the world. And that 
doesn’t even include students who 
participated in internship programs, or 
local ministries at home. 

But why would students give their 
time away? Says Ryan Stamey: “To 
know that even in a small way you 
have affected someone’s life...It is the 
most fulfilling and rewarding thing to 
be a part of.” He spent his summer 
serving in a mission program for 
students in a North Carolina church. 

Not only is volunteering rewarding 
but it can also be a valuable 
opportunity. Dan McClellan, a senior 
from Concord, NC, worked at radio 
station 106.5 FM, WEND, this 
summer, in order to gain more 
experience in the field of radio. “I got 
a feel for what it’s really like working 
in radio. That’s something you can’t 
get in a classroom. I was able to 
discover my talents as well as establish 
contacts. When it comes time to look 
for a job, experience goes a long way.” 

Jasmine Joy Persons says that her 
experiences ministering in Nicaragua 
also helped her gain a new outlook on 
life. “I did construction work, worked 
in a school, and prayer walked for a 



week in Managua, Nicaragua. I 
experienced a different culture and got 
to know the Nicaraguan people. The 
trip made such an impact on my life.” 

A little closer to home, Sabrina 
Siegriest is involved in a group called 
FOCUS, or Fellowship of Christians 
United in Sendee. Her group will 
travel several times this year to 
different church youth groups, 
spending the weekend with them 
having fun as well as studying the 
Bible. “I love doing FOCUS so it’s not 
hard to make time for it.” 

Kelly Brame, director of leadership 
and volunteerism, is head of the 
Student Volunteer Corp, which 
oversees projects such as the

involving freshmen 
in a volunteer 
project, canned food 
drives, Relay for Life, or building 
houses with Habitat for Humanity 
teams. “Not only does it make for a 
good resume, and job experiences, but 
it makes a difference ... and that 
matters,” he says.

in the Greenville/Spartanburg area. 

“I wasn’t just looking for a place to 
earn my college credit,” says Neely, “I 
wanted to learn.”

Football Team Rated As Top I-AA Independent for 2001 


One season after its leap to NCAA 
Division I-AA football competition, 
Gardner-Webb University entered the 
2001 campaign with many of the 
weapons that helped forge last year’s 7-4 
record still in the arsenal. 

Lind/s preseason magazine placed the 
Runnin’ Bulldogs at the top of the 12 
schools competing as I-AA 
Independents in 2001, just one season 
before GWU begins play in the brand 
new Big South Conference for football. 

Head Coach Steve Patton welcomed 
back 19 starters on offense and defense 
after seeing his staff hit the recruiting 
j trails hard in February to reel in 20 new 
student-athletes. 

The road won’t be any easier this year, 
however, as nine Division I-AA 
opponents highlight the 2001 schedule. 

I Just as they did in 1999 and 2000, 

|| opposing defenses are worrying about 

1 Justin Richardson (5-10, 251). He led the 
Bulldogs with 1,110 yards rushing and 
eight touchdowns last season and 


averaged better than 108 yards per game 
against seven Division I-AA foes. 

Richardson, who is currently fifth on 
the Bulldogs’ career rushing chart, had 
150 or more yards rushing three times 
last season - all against I-AA 
opponents. His 124-yard effort at No. 23 
New Hampshire last year did not see 
the standout back reach the endzone, 
but his effectiveness allowed Gardner- 
Webb to control the clock late in that 
38-35 victory. A summer of intense 
training in both speed and explosive 
power should allow for improved 
numbers for Richardson in 2001. 

Junior quarterback Jeremy Martin (6- 
1, 194) has returned under center after 
his best season at the college level. The 
former Rhode Island Gatorade Player of 
the Year had the third-best passing 
season in school history, completing 
192-0F382 attempts for 2,551 yards and 
18 touchdowns and was named Football 
Gazette I-AA National Player of the 
Week after throwing for 403 yards and 


accounting for four touchdowns in 
Gardner-Webb’s 38-35 win over then No. 
23 New Hampshire. 

Martin’s favorite target will again be 
sophomore William Andrews, Jr., (6-1, 
174), who hauled in a Gardner-Webb 
freshman record 70 receptions for 933 
yards and eight touchdowns in 2000. 

Defensively, the Bulldogs are again 
anchored by senior inside linebacker 
Tory Atkins (6-0, 216), a tackling 
dynamo who led the team with 138 
stops in 2000. Heading into his senior 
season, Atkins was tabbed the top 
defensive player among I-AA 
Independents by Street & Smith’s 
preseason football magazine. Last year, 
he earned third-team I-AA All-America 
honors.

Young Men’s Soccer 
Team Faces Challenges 

Gardner-Webb men's soccer coach 
Tony Setzer unveiled this fall a 
challenging schedule for his Bulldogs, 
with 18 Division I opponents in line to 
play GWU. 

The Bulldogs are in their second 
season of transition to the NCAA 
Division I level in 2001 and are tackling 
several ACC and SEC programs in the 
process.

National top -5 anc l Atlantic Coast 
Conference power Clemson University 
highlights the schedule, with the 
Bulldogs traveling to Death Valley for a 
7 p.m. kickoff on September 3 , 2001 . 
Other road dates include Southern 
Mississippi, Centenary, Georgia 
Southern, Eligh Point, Charleston 
Southern, Liberty, Presbyterian College, 
South Carolina State, East Tennessee

Mounce, who has posted a pair of 
winning seasons in two years at the 
helm of the Bulldogs' program, realizes 
the tough road in front of his team, but 
accepts the challenge.

First GWU 
Endowed Chair 
Is For Divinity 

A retired North 
Carolina pastor and 
Baptist leader now has his 
name permanently 
associated with the M. 
Christopher White School 
of Divinity 

The establishment of 
the Bob D. Shepherd Chair 
of New Testament 
Interpretation was 
announced in August and 
Dr. Todd Still, associate 
professor of New 
Testament Interpretation, 
was appointed to be the 
first occupant of the new 
chair. 

The endowed chair is 


the first established at 
Gardner-Webb University, 
but similar endeavors 
currently are being 
organized for divinity and 
other disciplines at the 
institution. The minimum 
amount to endow a chair 
at GWU is $500,000. 

The endowment was 
made possible by 
Shepherd’s friends and 
former church members 
who “chose to honor him 
in a tangible way that 
would ensure that his 
legacy of ministry would 
benefit generations to 
come,” according to Wayne 
Stacy, dean of the School 
of Divinity. Shepherd 
served as director of 
development at GWU 
from 1980-83. He has been 
pastor of churches 
in Sanford, 
Mooresville and 
Morganton. He has 
also served as 
interim pastor in 
Winston Salem, 
Charlotte, 
Lincolnton, and in 
South Carolina as 
well. He has been 
president of the 
General Board of 
the Baptist State 
Convention of 
North Carolina, 


and was former president 
of the Council on 
Christian Higher 
Education. 

Of the new 

appointment, Stacy said, 
“Dr. Still’s poise and 
presence as a scholar, 
communicator and pastor 
have made him a highly 
recognized figure both in 
academia and the church. 
He is the kind of person 
around whom we want to 
build the School of 
Divinity.” 

Dr. Still commented, “I 
view this development not 
only as a personal honor 
and privilege, but as an 
important benchmark for 
Gardner-Webb University 
and the M. Christopher 
White School of Divinity.” 

Still, who is a 
recognized scholar in 
Pauline studies, received 
his Ph.D. from the 
University of Glasgow in 
Scotland under the 


supervision of Professor 
John M.G. Barclay, 
arguably the foremost 
interpreter of Paul in 
Great Britain today. 
Additionally, Still has 
produced numerous 
articles, book reviews and 
monographs for 
publications such as the 
Review and Expositor . 

Biblical Illustrator . 
Southwestern Journal of 

Theology , and Scottish 
Baptist News . Currently, 
Still has three significant 
projects forthcoming that 
analyze various aspects of 
Paul’s life, letters and 
thought. A committed 
churchman, Dr. Still also 
currently serves as interim 
pastor for Pleasant Grove 
Baptist in Shelby, NC. 

GWU President Chris 
White noted, “Todd Still’s 
appointment to this chair 
is a clear indication of our 
commitment to excellence 
in ministry preparation.”

Gardner-Webb held 
Summer 2001 graduation 
ceremonies on August 4 th 
in the Lutz-Yelton 
Convocation Center on 
campus.

Highlighting the 
ceremony was the 
Reverend Greg Mathis of 
Mud Creek Baptist Church 
in Hendersonville, NC, 
who received an honorary 
doctorate during the 
ceremonies.

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Lizzie Lee’s Memories 

One of GWU’s oldest living alums remembers life in 1924 

Lizzie Lee Kendrick Dedmon remembers the caring, watchful eye of 
dorm mother, Miss Curtis, and the fine example of Prof. J.D. Huggins, 

Boiling Springs High principal. At the age of 97, she lives in the Shelby area 
surrounded by her family spanning four generations. Lizzie Dedmon 
graduated from Boiling Springs High School, now Gardner-Webb University, in 1924. 

Mrs. Dedmon had seven children: Mary Ruth, Doris Ann, Betty Sue, Charles Edwards, Joe, Roy Lee and Richard 
(deceased). Mary Ruth, Betty Sue, Carolyn Kendrick Putnam (niece), and Lizzie shared their memories of the Boiling 
Springs High School days and those stories told throughout the generations. 

Some of Lizzie’s fondest memories are of the pranks the students would play on dorm mother, Miss Curtis. “Miss Curtis 
looked after the girls and kept an extra close watch on those who had boyfriends, says Dedmon. And while Lizzie did not 
date during her high school years, she was instrumental in getting best friend, Reola Wall and her younger brother, John 
Burl Kendrick, together. Both John and Reola graduated from Boiling Springs High School. As the story is told, the girls 
would decide among themselves which of the boys they chose to be their beau. Reola Wall 
became Lizzie’s best friend in high school and she told Lizzie she chose John Burl Kendrick, not 
knowing this was Lizzie’s brother. 

Fifty years after John Burl and Reola’s graduation, their grandson, Wayne Putnam, graduated 
from Gardner-Webb College in 1975 in the same spot at an outdoor graduation ceremony as his 
grandparents. Carolyn Kendrick Putnam, photographed at left with Lizzie and two of her 
daughters, Betty Sue and Mary Ruth, is Wayne’s mother. Lizzie’s daughter, Mary Ruth, also 
graduated from the M. Christopher White School of Divinity at Gardner-Webb in 1997. 

As Lizzie tells it, “Life on campus during the high school days was quite different than it is 
today.” Girls were not allowed to leave campus without special permission to sign out, while boys 
had a little more freedom. The girls would make a weekly trip to the Hendricks store escorted by 
a teacher. When Lizzie, John and Reola were in high school, there were approximately 13 faculty 
and staff members, compared to 120 full-time faculty and nearly 400 total staff members today. 

Many of the pranks carried out by the girls included visiting each other s rooms, often with a 
girl stationed as a lookout. Visiting rooms even among the girls was not allowed. At meal time, 
the girls would enter from one side of the dining room, and the boys from the other. Girls and 
boys sat across from each other on opposite sides of the table, changing positions regularly to 
avoid the same boy and girl sitting across from each other, “so they didn’t get too friendly, said 
Lizzie.

“Seekers Of Knowledge” 

Memories of 
Dr. Robert Allen Dyer 

“They were two of the most 
wonderful people I’ve known in my 
lifetime (70 years),” said Bob 
Bolick ’52 of Dr. Robert Allen 
Dyer and his wife. ‘And truly, Dr. Dyer was a most unique 
individual, a dynamic Christian, a brilliant teacher, an 
outstanding mentor and a precious friend! Many, many of 
his students became seekers of knowledge because of him.” 

Dr. Dyer was professor of psychology and religion at 
Gardner-Webb from 1946 - 56 , when he left to teach at Wake 
Forest. He died on April 14 at the age of 88 . Dr. Dyer was a 
native of Baton Rouge, La. 

Bob Bolick is an example of Dr. Dyer’s influence. Bolick 
received his associates degree from 
Gardner-Webb and a bachelor’s 
degree in English and Bible from 
Wavland University in Plainview, 

Tx. He also gained a degree from 
Gaston College. Now retired, he 
worked for 25 years in the Air 
Force, being retrained several times to gain more knowledge 
and skills. While at Gardner-Webb Bolick said he “took 
every course known to man.” He credits this thirst for 
knowledge to Dr. Dyer’s influence. 

But Dr. Dyer’s influence on his students’ lives extended 
beyond the classroom. “In addition to being in his psych 
classes, I had treasured associations with him after classes,” 
said Bolick. “On occasion I would help him with his roses 
alongside the driveway of his home.” 

He adds, “Many times, as I was doing a chore for him, he 
would recount his and his wife’s ordeal as prisoners of war in 
a Japanese prison camp (WW II). It was so sad, yet so 
riveting, that I could only listen intently as I worked.” 

Dr. Dyer and his wife were imprisoned while serving as 
educational missionaries at the Seinan Gaquin School in 
Fukuoka, Japan. They spent 38 months in a civilian 
concentration camp as prisoners of war. They were liberated 
by American armed forces in February 1945 . 

Dyer is survived by his wife of 60 years, Mary Alills Dyer.
